London, Jan. 9-—The Bri ish Foreign OMlce rald that tt 
had not received noice of the Chinese Communist decision 
to establish diplomatio relations at a tate hour tonight. 

The New China News Agency, which represents 
.| Chinese Communin’s, said 1¢ monitored a Peking radio 

- broadcast which said the Chincse Foreign Minister, Chou 
En-lst, anncunced that he was willing to establish diploma. 
the relations with Britain “on the basis of equality, mutual 
benefit and mutual respect for territory and sovereignty.” 

The promise to respect territory and sovercigm'y war 
regarded as important here becaune ft was interpreted aa 
nn tmplted promiso that the Commantiste would not Inter. 
fere with Hongkong. 

Britatn recognised the Communists on Friday and 
Chou's answer was regarded as encournging, The New 
China News Agency reported that the Peking broadcant sabi 
that Premier Chou sccepted Britain’n proposal that Mr J.

Hongkong Trade 


HE current Jabour disputes attract a 
earchlight on  semo interesting 
ast@cts of trade unionism in’ Hongkong. 
There appear to be a number of composite 
groups whose allegiance (o any master 
body in variable, Certainly Chere are 
signs thet unionism among Chinese 
workers lacks solidarity and cohesion, On 
the other hand it is difficult to find a 
single union, representing > one type of 
artisan, strong enough in itself to 
remain independent. The dangers of such 
n xituntion are obvious: the unions, in 
their existing state of relative individual 
weakness, and lpching harmony as 4 
single co-operative organisation estab- 
lished solely to protect the welfare of the 
workers, are a prey to outside influences, 
among them political and subversive 
elements. The same tendencles are dis- 
cernible in America and Austratia, and 
they have become to be recognised ax 
deplorable factors besmirching the good 
name of Unionism in those countries, For 
Trade Untontsm in Hongkong to find itself 
_ similarly threatened there are excuses, 
Trade Unionism {fs a workers’ brotherhood 
which, in this Colony, is still in its 
infancy. Its historical and traditional 
precepts and concepts are not yet fully 
comprehended, neither have our unfons 
wholly grasped the disadvantages as well 
ns the uses of weapons such as the Strike 
and the Ultimatum, In these directions 
’ much valuable advice and knowledge can 
be imparted — o task which Mr K. A. 
Baker, os an’ acknowledged - expert. on 
British trade unionism, and his collengues
